Of Captain Albert Laws ba The Prime Of 
Life. The Son of Mr. and Mrs. Wm. 
laws, Of Wango. 


The many friends of Captain Albert 
Laws heard with sorrow and Tegret of | 
‘his; death last Saturday.  Oaptain 
Laws had only recently landed in thie 
country from the Phillipines aad had 
besh in his new quarters at Fort On- 
tario about à Wiek, when he met with 
theaccident that resulted in his death. 
The accident happened about ten 
o'olock Friday night aud he died at 
three o'clock. on Baturday. : Captain 
Laws had been going over some papers 
with his brother, officers and bad gone 
to his room to- Fette when stepping 
from his foom, for dme purpose be 
stumbled Over & hewel post in thé dark 
hall and ‘was ‘thrown’ hesdlong down 
the ataira, fractnting hia skull. ‘Hia 
toe was almost toro off with tha còn- 
tact in striking tha‘newel. ', 

Captain Daws was one of the best 
known men jn Wicomico -OCounty and 
waa popular with ai] on account of hia 
quiet unassoming manner and gave 
impression of a man who could aud 
would do whenever ocoasion demand- 
ed , which bis record in the army fal- 
ly sustained. 


Native Of This Country. 


Oaptain Lawa waa born near Wango 
on August 6th. 1868, \was appoint- 
ed to West Point on Jove 15th, 1889. 
of|He was grédüated and assigned to 
twenty fourth Infantry aa a second 
Lieutenant on June 12th, 1898. He 
reo ved his promotion to First Lieu- 
tenant in the eame regiment, on April 
26th, 1888 and served with the regi- 
ment in Ouba during the Spanish 
American War. 

On Joly Sth, 1899. he was made 
Major of Volunteers and assigned to 
the Thirty Fifth Infantry, with which 
he served during the Fillino—Insur- 
rection until May 2nd, 1901. 

In the meantime he had been pro. 
moted to Captain in the Regular At 
|my on Feb. 2nd 1901, and after serv- 
ing two years with the thirty fifth he 
returned to. his own regiment, and has 
continued to serve with it until the 
time of his death. D 

When hia death became known thé 
large ghrrison flag at Fort Ontario 
was hung at half mas; in honor of his 
memory and remained -so until his 
body was carried fram the post to the 
Atation to be shipped to his home in 
Wicomico. 

Services were held at the post and 
G Company of which he was in con. 
mand at the time of his death was 
turned ont under atma and the other 
companies wete in attendance carrying 
side atis. The body was accompa- 
nied home by Captain Hunter B. Nel: 
son, regimental commiesacy who grad - 
nated in the same olaes with Captain 
Laws and had been with him doring 
their entire fifteen years servion under 
the flag. In apeaking of Captain Lawa 
Onptain Nelson said: 


Honored in The Army. 

"Capt. Laws was the true type af 
the American soldier, He was as 
brave a man ae éver wore the straps 
aud hie fidelity to duty was one of 
bis strong points He had perfect 
control of hie men, all of whom loved 
him and would follow him anywhere, 
He rendered most conspicuous service 
ip Cube and tbe Phillipines. It was 
in the Oobapn campaign that hewhow- 
èd such’ wonderful nerve. He was 
wounded on the firing line, and had 
the right to leave the fleld. He retir-| Ni

The Matter Discussed, 
The question of paving our street 
was taken up by the City Council on 
Friday night at a special meeting held 


for that purpose. At the request ot | 


the members of the Uounoil property 
owners of Division Street in the por- 
tion that 1a being considered for pav- 
ig, were present in large numbers 
and the question was argued with a 
mnoh spirit and earnestness, 

~ The question of what should he 
done with the street, whether pave it 
with vitrified brick, bithulithio, mao- 
adam or leave it as it ie with shells, 
was taken up, and each system had its 
advocates. Many of those present 
however were opposed to brick on ac- 
count of the oost--abou: $2.50 per ran- 

ning foot fronting on property, and 
also to bithulithio which was. more 
expensive than brick. Objections were 
also made to brick on account of the 
noise, which was held to bea very ob- 
jectionable feature on a street which 
is a resident stroet altogether. 

Sit was pointed ont by those who 
were opposed to brick or bithulithie 
that while traffic was heavy on that 
street aa far as number of vehicles 
using it were concerned, this was of 
a light nature as practically no haul- 
ing or heavy loads were carried to this 
street—the mills and manufacturers 
of this section getting most of their 
material by water and carrying it to 
their plants down Church St., and 
that all the freight coming to town by 
the way of the B. O. & A. R. R. is 
oarried to Fulton Station and thence 
to the merchants and wholesalers. by 
way of the back street. On the other 
band those who were in favor of briok 
or bithulitbio argue that this was one 
of the most used streets in town and 
that the placing of any matérial less 
substantial then brick or bithulitbio 
was folly and would not anawer the 
purpose as it would not be hard enough 
to stand the wear and tear it wonld 
be put to on thia atreet and while the 
money was being åpent they believed 
in getting something that would laat 
and be a permanent improvement and 
not have to be done over again in a 
few years. The meeting adjourned 
without reaching any ‘lecision and the 
matter is iv the bands of the Council.

MUSIC OVER WIRES. 


Tolmusica To Be Given Public Demonstra- 


tion in Baltimore April 21. New 
Use For Phones, 


The first publio demonetration of 
the telmusica, the invention of Mr, 
George R. Webb, of Baltimore, for 
transmitting musio over 
wires, will be given at the Lyric, Bal- 
timore City, on Tuesday, April 31, at 
the annaal entertainment of the. Jour 
nailsts’ Olub. Mr.. Webb has been 
working on the device for nearly three 
years, and only recently succeeded in 
perfecting it. On Monday Mr Webb 
made a teat with the device at the 
Lyrio and the result was most satis- 


| factory. 


The feature of the telmusica is that 


it will reproduce vocal as well as 19- 


strnmental music. The music is of 
the diso-record character, and is re- 
produced by an apparatus of Mr. 
This appara- 


and the music sent over wires to 
wherever desired. So well adjusted 
are the instruments used in reprodac- 
ing che munto that it is almost per- 
fect and completely fills a big hall 
like the Lyric. 

The telmusica will probably come 
into general use within the next few 
years. As the name indioates, it is 
musio designed especially for tele- 
phone subsoribers. Mr. Webb had in 
mind the furnishing of musio over 
telephone wires when he went to 
work on the device, and the idea is 
to have telephone companies’ install 
the apparatus in their central ex- 
changes and furnish subscribers music 
service. 


How Tl Telmusica Works. 


First there is a little box to which 
a horn is connected that by the mere 
tarning of a lever becomes connected 
with the telephone wires leading to 
the central exohange. A subsoriber 


telephone | ` 


takes off the receiver and asks the|! 


operator for a half hour or an hour 
of musio, designating the selections 
desired and a second later the musio 


begins oom ing over the wire. The 
device is so arranged that the volume |! 


of murio o1n be adjusted to suit. the 
sise of the room. At the end of ‘the 
month the telepbone subscriber is 
charged for the half hour or hour of 
musio, in adaition to oalls. 

The onst of such service it is point- 
ed ouf, is comparatively small, and 
it is predicted that there will be a 
large demand for it as soon as the in- 
vention is taken up by telephone com- 
panies. . Mr. Webb has shown his in- 
vention so far only to a limited nam- 
ber of people, but those who have 
.| beard it have been amased at the res 
sults he has obtained. Only _recently 
an experiment was made in receiving 
the music over a telephone wire six 
miles away from the building where 
the apparatus was located, and the 
musio was as clear and as perfect as 
when tried in a building only half a 
mile away. 

Mr. Webb isan nasociate member
